Tbere are four politic"! parties in 


Nevada each and all of ^^ nave 
held State conventions. Only one o! 
the four—the Silver party- has placet 
» full Btate ticket in the field. Tbat 
wus the only party that held primarj 
elections for the choice of delegates ti 
the State convention. It opened it 
doors to all friends of silver at th 
primaries by inviting them to partioi 
pate in the election of delegates. It 
State convention was composed of rep 
reaentallve men from every county i 
the State and that convention adoptee 
a platform of principles which ever 
honest man in Nevada can indorse Rnd 
it nominated a ticket, which, to say the 
least, will compare favorably with any 
heretofore nominated by any conven- 
tion in the State of Nevada. 


Believing that all the friends of sil- 


ver and all who voted for William Jen- 
nings Bryan, for President of the 
United States, should combine against 
the gold trust and its mlnione, the 
Silver Party made overtures to the 
Democratic Convention for co-opera- 
tion. The proposals were rejected, 
though it is stated that a majority of 
the Democratic Convention proposed

though they would willingly do so il 
the party would change its name. Th( 
logical inference to bo drawn from this 
is, that the majority of tho Democrat!

This oou 
elusion does not eaem unfair as th 
platform declares against tariff thougl 
an avowed protectionist, was namec 
for Congress on the ticket, doubtles 
without bis solicitation.

Tramp Politics. 


To the people of the Slate of Nevada, 


delegates in nominating conventions and 
candidates for the Senate and Assembly:— 
This morning a letter appears in the 
DAILY NEVADA STATE JOITBNAL, recom- 
mending the election of Wm.

Basic money requires no redemption, 
and the only basic money is gold and 
silver." 


Mr. Newlands then discussed the 


Gage bill and the various other meas- 
ures proposed by tbe gold bugs. 
He said: 


'Real monetary reform should be 


addressed to tbe expansion of basic 
money, not the expansion of debts. 
Bankers say we have not yet expanded 
the credit system sufficiently. I have 
told you that the bank deposits are 
about three thousand millions, and 
that the reserve is only six hundred 
millions—that is, in a ratio of 5 to 1, 
Tbe savings banks and trust companies 
have most of their money in the com- 
mercial banks, and so the deposits ac- 
tually amount to about six thousand 
millions, with only the same reserve— 
or one-tenth. How much greater ex- 
pansion, of credit do the banks need ? 
Tbe banks contemplate adding one 
billion of bank notes, and when we ask 
who is to meet this obligation, they say 
the increased production of gold. This 
they must know is absurd. Of tbe two 
hundred millions of gold annually pro- 
dnced, 40 per cent becomes coin; 60 per

cent goes Into the arts. When It was 
proposed to establish a gold stand- 
ard in India, the Bank of England, the 
very people who led the one-standard 
fight, raised a huge protest tbat it 
would require one hundred millions in 
gold, and they could not possibly stand 
snob a drain. Now, if England cannot 
stand this, how can we increase the 
stock of cash gold to* sustain obligations 
of four billions, of which three billions 
are existing obligations and the fourth 
is to be created by this bill?" 


Mr. Newlands oombatted the propo- 


sition of the expansion of credit, and 
said tbe welfare ottbe nation lay in tbe 
expansion of money. Values depend, 
he said, on the quantity of money. 
Diminution in quantity reduces the 
quantity of reserves in bank and in 
the pockets of the people.

Runt From Iron. 


The aoonmulntiou of rust on iron ar- 


ticles is so annoying that any simple 
procebs of renicn ing it will be received 
with great satisfaction by u largo num- 
ber of persons. Tho following directions 
are given: Attach n piece of ordinary 
zinc to the articles and then let them 
He in water to which a little anlplmrio 
aoid is added. They should bo lett iin- 
nursed for several days or a week, until 
tho rust has entirely dipappeared, the 
tiine depending on ho\y deeply they 
were rusted. If there is much rust, a 
Sifctle sulphuric acid -should be added 
occasionally. The essential part of the 
process is that the zinc must be in good 
oleotncal contact with the iron. A good 
way is to twi&t an iron wire tightly 
around tho object and connect this with 
the zinc, for which a remnant of a bat- 
tery zino is suitable, as it has a binding 
post. 
Besides tho simplicity of this process, 


it has the great advantage that the iron 
itself is not attacked in the least as long 
as the zinc is in good electrical contact 
•with it. Delicate pieces of mechanism 
which have become badly rusted can be 
cleaned by wrapping a galvanized wire 
around them instead of tho zinc, in 
which case the acid should not be too 
strong. When the rust is all cut off, the 
articles will appear dark gray or black. 
They must then bo thoroughly washed 
and oiled. It is 'veil to warm them 
slightly when dry so that the oil may 
tho moro easily sink into the surface. 
Where thero aro sharp edges and fine 
work this process is said to be eminent- 
ly satisfactory.—New York Ledger
